1 self propelled combine and 1 man 
equals 3 men and 12 horses cutting, 4 
men stooking, 9 men (2 horses to each 
rack) and 16 horses threshing and 16 
men days and 28 horse fays @nd can 
cover 50 to 60 acres per day and 
thresh 1500 to 2000 bushels per day if 
based on a 30 bushel acre average. 

Mrs. Hilton said the quality and 
quantity in bacon, wool, butter and 
cheese had all increased. In many 
cases modern machinery for the farm 
had not been equalled in household 
conveniences. 

Mrs. Thurston advocated electricity 
in the homes, bathrooms with water 
laid on should be a part of every tarm 
home, 

Two Whistling solos by Mrs. Schul- 
the were beautifully given and warm- 
ly received. 

The Duets, “The Garden of Happi- 
ness” and “Beautiful Ohio’ were sung 
by Mrs. Hughes and Mrs. Walter 
Mercer with Miss Georgia Chapman 
accompaning, were sung in the usual 
finished manner of these popular 
singers.

Mrs. Duncan Clark on Home Econ- 
omics read some very interesting 
rules spiced with her native humor, 
among which she noted as aids to 
health-use, celery for neuralgia, cran- 
berries for pimples, lemon in coffee 
for headache, raw onions for nerves, 
carrots for the eyes and milk as a 
general builder. 

Mrs, Grevett urged the women to 
use Vitamin B1 Bread and Canada ap- 
proved Flour. She said the Govern- 
ment had developed these as an aid 
to th Nation’s health and it was now 
up to the women to insist on these 
foods when ordering their supplies.

To Study the Field 

Dr. Sidney Smith, president of 
University of Manitoba for the past 
ten years, who presently goes to an 
important executive post at Univers- 
ity of Toronto, is chairman of the C. 
Y. C. He has explained its scope and 
purpose thus— 

“The Canadian Youth Commission, 
composed of 50 men and women from 
all sections of Canada, many creeds 
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and many walks of life, has seriously 
undertaken to study and propose sol- 
utions for the problems which beset 
Canadian youth in the days of recon- 
struction. The Commission js indeed 
a microcosm of our nation, and its un- 
dertaking is a highly significant vent- 
ure in Canadian unity. The members 
of the Commission know full well that 
they cannot merely sit and deliberate 
in an upper room and _ prepare con- 
structive proposals. They need — 
they must have — the opinion and 
ideas of youth youth in school or 
college — employed youth and youth 
in the Armed Services. To this end 
the Commission is assisting in the or- 
ganizing of youth conferences to be 
held throughout Canada.” 

By youth it is meant particularly 
the group between the ages of 15 and 
1 24 years of age. 

The C. Y. C. divides its field of 
study into six areas end has a com- 
mission, under able chairmanship 
functioning in each. They are: (1) 
health and recreation, (2) education 
and citizenship, (3)employment and 
and rehabilitation, (4) religion and 
life philosophy, (5) family life, (6) 
minority problems. 


Objectives are— 


The setting up of 
| something constructive to which 
youth can devote its energies; to 
arouse interest and widespread part- 
icipation in planning for youth wel- 
fare. That everything possible shall 
be done so that young people will not 
be subjected to the idleness, despair 
and frustration which was the lot of 
many Canadian young people during 
the depression years. It wil endeayv- 
or to determine in concrete form what 
can be done in local communities. 

The intention is to work with youth 
not merely for youth. 

Canada’s future will be in good 
hands when we see the efforts set 
forth to train the coming generation. 

As for us, we must carry on. We 
have a heavy burden it is true but if 
we do our bit as it comes along re- 
sults will tell. We must have toler- 
ation for all. We want no racial dis- 
criminations and we stand ready to 
help our neighbors especially those 
from foreign shores. After the war 
when the boys come home with their 
wives from over the seas we as in- 
stalled members can give them a wel- 
come and help them to feel at home 
in this their new home.

ANNUAL MEETING OF 
T. B. ASSOCIATION 


At the annual meeting of the Alber- 
ta Tuberculosis Association, held in 
Calgary on Sunday, June 26th., it was 
announced by President-elect R. W. 
Roscoe that 25,802 residents of Al- 
berta had been X-rayed by the As- 
sociation’s mobile chest X-ray clinic 
under the direction of the department 
of health. 95 cases of probably act- 
ive tuberculosis were found. most be- 
ing in the early stages. 

Present at the meeting were dele- 
gates from the eight Christmas Seal 
committees, and visitors included Dr. 
A. H. Baker, superintendent of Cent- 
ral Alberta Sanatorium, Dr. A. Somer. 
ville, director of the division of com- 
municable diseases, and Dr, G. R. 
Johnson, president of the Alberta 
Medical Association. 

Dr. A. H. Baker gave tuberculosis 
statistics and said that the death-rate 
which had begun to increase In the 
first three years of the war, was now 
declining.
